The  park,  a public-private  partnership  with  TPL,  features  an  entry  plaza  with  accessible  picnic  tables, 
porch  swings,  a playground,  and  six  pieces  of  fitness  equipment  thanks  to  a grant  from  Kaiser 
Permanente.
